Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's representative wanted to discuss what appears to be the 
distinction between the prior art and the claimed invention, particularly: the step of preparing a mixture of the polymer 
substrate (substrate polymer) and the ion conducting material FIRST and then casting or extruding the composite 
SPEM from the mixture. In that, it was argued that the prior art basically teaches to preform the porous polymer support 
material first and then cast the polymer support alone and later incorporate the ion conducting material. Applicants 
proposed to further elaborate the claim language so as to recite the steps of preparing a homogeneous mixture 
comprising the polymer substrate (the substrate polymer) and the ion conducting material, and thereafter casting or 
extruding the composite SPEM from the mixture.
